Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Thirty-fourth Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by the Honorable 
Sam W. Mitchell, Secretary of State of the State of Montana, who ex- 
tended greetings to the assembly on behalf of the State of Montana.

Mahoney stated that the committee to notify the Senate has reported 
that the Senate is now in recess and they will not be able to notify them 
until after 1:15 P. M. 


The committee appointed to notify the Governor that the House was 
organized reported that it had so notified the Governor and that he had 
stated he would deliver his message at 1:00 P. M., Tuesday, January 4, 
1955. The committee was discharged. 


The Speaker announced that on January 4, 1955, about one hour after 
adjournment, new and old members of the House are invited to attend a 
school of instruction on procedure. 


It was moved by Mahoney that the House recess subject to the call of 
the Chair. The House recessed at 1:50 P. M 


AFTERNOON SESSION 
The House resumed at 2:00 P. M. with the Speaker in the Chair. 


It was moved by Mahoney, and carried, that the Speaker, and the 
Majority and Minority Floor Leaders be ex-officio members of all com- 
mittees. 


The committee appointed to notify the Senate that the House was 
organized reported that the message had been conveyed and that the Senate 
sent felicitations. The committee was discharged. 


The Speaker appointed the following committee:

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SECOND LEGISLATIVE DAY 


House of Representatives 
Helena, Montana 
January 4, 1955 


House convened, pursuant to adjournment, at 12:30 P. M. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair. Invocation by the Chaplain. 
On roll call all members were present except Allen, who was excused. 


Mr. Speaker: We, the Committee on Journal, having examined the 
Journal for the First Legislative Day, find the same to be correct. 


HOLTZ, Chairman. 
The Speaker made the following committee appointments: 


Committee on Journal: Holtz, Chairman; Cumming, Vice-Chairman; 
Leuthold. 


Committee on Engrossing: Clowes, Chairman; Emmons, Vice Chairman; 
Reardon, Conrad, Gerard. 


Committee on Printing: Tobin, Chairman; Minette, Vice Chairman; 
Ringling, Fulton, Gleed. 


A committee from the Honorable Senate, with Senator Padbury as 
Chairman, informed the House that the Senate was ready to meet in joint 
session for the purpose of hearing the message of His Excellency, the 
Governor. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


It was moved by Mahoney, and carried, that the membership of the 
following committees be increased from the present fifteen to a number not 
to exceed nineteen: Committees on Fish and Game, Highways and Highway 
Transportation, Appropriations, and Agriculture, Dairying and Horticulture. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following bill was introduced, read first and second times and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Employment: 


House Bill No. 1, introduced by Hess: A bill for an act entitled: “An 
act to fix the compensation of officers and employees of the Thirty-fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana.” 


The following House Memorial was introduced, read first and second 
times and referred to the Committee on Constitutional Amendments and 
Federal Relations when appointed: 


House Memorial No. 1, introduced by Goodgame: “A House Memorial 
to the President of the United States, Dwight D. Eisenhower; to the Con- 
gress of the United States; to Senator James E. Murray, Senator Mike 
Mansfield, Congressman Lee Metcalf, and Congressman Orvin B. Fjare; 
requesting the amendment of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) Status of Forces Treaty.” 


House recessed. 


House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


The Honorable Senate entered and were escorted to seats reserved 
for them. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair. The joint session was called 
to order. 


STATE OF MONTANA 5 


_ .It was moved by Larson, and carried, that a committee of five, con- 
sisting of two Senators and three Representatives, be appointed to inform 
the Governor that the Senate and House of Representatives had convened 
in joint assembly and were ready to hear his message. 


The President of the Senate thereupon appointed Senator Larson, 
Senator Anderson (Pondera), and Representatives MacDonald, Beck and 
Chaffin, to so inform the Governor. 


His Excellency, Governor J. Hugo Aronson then appeared and was 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk. After having been presented to the as- 
sembly by the President of the Senate, he delivered the following address: 
Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, and Members 
of the 34th Legislative Assembly: 


My theme song two years ago when I had the great privilege of de- 
livering my first message was: 


WHAT IS BEST FOR MONTANA. 

I further stated that: 

WE CAN AND MUST SUBSTITUTE BUSINESS FOR POLITICS. 
In outlining the job ahead, there was this three-fold objective: 


First, we must make the appropriations and provide the legislative ma- 
chinery to keep the wheels of government in operation for the next two 
years: 


Second, we must correct any evils which may exist; and 
Third, we must build for the future. 


Let me repeat a statement made at that time: “As we set out to ac- 
complish our objectives we must stamp out any spirit of vindictiveness. 
Our examination of what has happened should be with a view of gathering 
from the experience of yesterday something constructive for tomorrow, as 
well as the months and years ahead.” 


Certainly we must respect and face the facts and again make a decision 
similar to the one you Legislators made two years ago when you did make 
appropriations so that Montana was able to live within its income. 


I HAVE EVERY CONFIDENCE THAT YOU WILL BALANCE THE 
BUDGET. IT CAN AND MUST BE DONE. 


In building for the future, we must correct evils which exist. 


COOD GOVERNMENT, IN ORDER TO SURVIVE, HAS TO BE AN 
HONEST GOVERNMENT. 


There must not be inequalities in taxation or in the distribution of 
taxes. 


Some of you, as well as a lot of people in Montana, are going to be 
shocked and surprised when I make the statement that practically every 
Montanan who pays personal or property taxes doesn’t truthfully report 
the actual value as required by law. The reason we do not truthfully report 
actual values is because of custom, because we do not wish to pay more 
than the other fellow, or because we do not have a schedule on other prop- 
erty like we do on automobiles. 


Let me further state that there are not only inequalities within counties, 
but there are glaring inequalities as between counties. If our laws are 
wrong they should be repealed and workable ones substituted; but as long 
as these laws remain on the statute books, it is the duty of the Governor, 
the Board of Equalization, County Assessors, County Commissioners, and 
other public officials, to enforce them. To my notion, THE BOARD OF 
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EQUALIZATION, WITHIN THE LAST TWO YEARS, HAS DONE A 
JOB OF CLOSING LOOPHOLES WHICH HAS NEVER BEEN EQUALED. 
The Board and its staff has compiled facts and figures which I think should 
be brought to the attention of not only the regular committees, but to each 
and every Senator and Representative. 


If I may do so Mr. President, and Mr. Speaker, I respectfully request 
that your honorable bodies either hold another joint session within the next 
day or so at which time the Board of Equalization might present its com- 
plete story or in such manner as your bodies determine. This will give 
you an opportunity to dig into this problem in order that the misunder- 
standings, misconceptions and proparanda might be corrected. 


From what I have heard these last few days, I know that many of you 
are ready and willing to reject this proposal although you do not have all 
of the facts. It is my firm belief that many of you will take a different 
view as these facts come to life. 


For instance, a good index is the ratio of gas tax refunds, 2.77% or 
$2,358,219, in 1954 to farm machinery assessments of $85,058,470. There is 
no reason why the ratio should be 1.6% in Chouteau county and 23% in 
Deer Lodge county. 


Neither should the ratio between sales and assessments of city and 
town lots and improvements in 29 counties average 27%. Rural property in 
the same 29 counties averages 28%. 


The variation between counties ranges from 18% to 38% for city and 
town lots and 8.4% to 44% for rural property in these 29 counties. 


DOES ANYONE THINK the value of non-irrigated, tillable land has 
dropped from $13.00 per acre in 1929 to $8.87 in 1954? Would you think 
the value of this type of land in Rosebud county increased 38%, while in 
Wheatland county it decreased 71%. 


OR DO YOU SUPPOSE grazing land values dropped from $4.58 in 
1929 to $2.66 an acre in 1954. During that period, Stillwater county grazing 
land increased in value 9%, while that in Wibaux county decreased 70%. 


WOULD YOU THINK the value of household furniture and equipment 
averages less than $85 per person in Montana? Would the people of 
Liberty county have an average of $205 per person while in Silver Bow 
county it is less than $22 per person? 


WHY do the assessment rolls list only 77% of the cattle shown in the 
census for 1954, and only 74% of the sheep? Golden Valley county’s ratio 
is 883% of the cattle and Carbon county’s 85% of the sheep, while Richland 
county is lowest in percentage with 70% of the cattle and 51% of the sheep. 


HOW can we allocate school and welfare funds equitably if the assess- 
ments vary in such proportions as I have listed, and these are but a few 
examples. 


One thing is certain. YOUR GOVERNOR AND THE BOARD OF 
EQUALIZATION DO NOT FAVOR INCREASED PROPERTY TAX- 
ATION. Any student of Montana legislative action knows that when the 
income tax legislation was adopted, the purpose was to shift the tax burden 
from property. 


Despite the fact that appropriation requests, NOW more than $68,000,- 
000, likely will reach $70,000,000 when the appropriations should not exceed 
$45,000,000, it is my opinion that by sound thinking and hard work, we can 
ee out of this legislative session with a sensible program and a balanced 

udget. 


The State of Montana has not levied for state purposes the two-mill 
levy for many years, and I HOPE that it never will. 
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Then, too, in my opinion, the State of Montana should provide from 
state funds sufficient revenues equivalent to the present six-mill levy for 
the University units and the mill and cne-half levy which will be required 
to meet the obligations for the new bond issues at Warm Springs and 
Boulder. We, in Montana, are getting into a position where we are robbing 
Peter to pay Paul. We are shifting a state responsibility back on the prop- 
erty tax, and at the same time making a state function of a local responsi- 
bility. It is my firm conviction that this legislature is at the crossroads 
with regard to school finances. 


_My recommendation for your consideration is that the state accept 
as its obligation the University responsibility and return to the counties 
and school districts the major responsibility for elementary and secondary 
education. 


I could hardly believe it when the State Controller’s report indicated 
that the requests for general fund appropriations to the State Public 
School Equalization fund for 1955/1956 and 1956/1957 totaled $16,500,000, 
and that the request for University units totaled $19,000,000 for this same 
period. Other requests for education appropriations totaled more than 
$820,000, which would bring the total requests for state appropriations for 
education to an amount in excess of $36,000,090, of the total of $68,500,000. 


This $16,500,000 for the State Public School Equalization fund does not 
include the schools’ 25% of the income tax and corporation license tax, as 
well as the state’s portion of the U. S. oil and gas royalties, the three of 
which combined are estimated to be in excess of $2,000,000 annually; nor 
does it include the receipts from the school lands which probably will exceed 
$4,500,000 per year. For the biennium, the total would be $13,000,000. 
These together with the $16,500,000 which is requested from the general 
fund total $29,500,000. There is no doubt that with wise and sensible man- 
agement of our public lands and with an expanding economy, the state in- 
come to the schools can be increased, but it does seem to me that the shift- 
ing of responsibility of school management and school financing from a 
local to a state level is not sound. 


After all, the fundamental foundation of cur American way of life rests 
on the home, the church, and the school. It is my opinion that increasing 
state aid is just providing the door opener for the next step—federal aid. 
I believe in improving schools and education opportunities but I think the 
heritage that we must leave the coming generations must be one based on 
common sense. That is why it seems imperative that this legislative as- 
sembly starts work immediately on the problem of honest and equitable 
taxation as well as honest and equitable distribution of the tax dollars. 


At this point, I state for the record that I AM OPPOSED TO A SALES 
TAX which has been suggested as a means of increasing revenue. You 
legislators can trim budgets and appropriation requests where they should 
be trimmed, and you can provide adequately where the need is evident; but 
as you examine the requests, I think you will agree with me that this up- 
surge of demands for education gives cause for close examination. 


In our efforts to provide for honest and equitable taxation and tax 
dollar distribution WE WANT NO SPECIAL PRIVILEGE for any indi- 
vidual, group or corporation. Neither do we want to impose unfair penalties 
and practices. Our job is to balance the scales. To me it is most regrettable 
that hobbles have been placed on development of state lands in the Williston 
Basin and the older Montana oil fields. The recent decision of our Montana 
Supreme Court not only clouds the issue in Montana, but also puts a ques- 
tion mark on leases of state lands in North and South Dakota, the other 
states in the Williston Basin. Their laws, similar to the Montana statute de- 
clared unconstitutional were enacted under the same provisions of the 
amended congressional enabling act. 


Certainly there is grave doubt as to the validity of making oil and gas 
leases on state lands under present conditions. I am advised an appeal to 
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the United States Supreme Court is contemplated by interested parties, 
particularly since the Montana Supreme Court took several months before 
reaching a split decision. 


The inability to offer leases comparable to those granted by the federal 
government, all of the oil producing states and private land owners, has 
resulted in the loss during 1953 and 1954 of millions of dollars to our school 
funds. 


Much of this income would have been due to speculation. But the specu- 
lative inducement has been lost now by reason of abandonment of large 
tracts due to dry holes and discouraging geophysical developments. Let us 
hope there shortly will be a definite and final decision to settle the matter. 
The schools need additional revenue, but Montana needs development now 
and in the future. It will take millions before the real producing fields are 
outlined in the Williston Basin but real dividends already are evident. 


Another great disappointment was the Supreme Court’s. decision in- 
validating the legislation setting up a non-partisan Montana Legislative 
Research Council. Less than a month ago I attended several sessions of the 
Council of State Governments, of which I am a member of the Board of 
Managers. At this meeting were representatives from all states, the great 
majority of whom were legislators. Certainly there must be some means 
devised where research can be carried on which will provide information for 
constructive deliberations. 


Then, too, Montana should not be a charity member of the Council of 
State Governments. It should be a full-fledged member and adequate ap- 
propriations should be provided for this purpose. The Montana assessment 
of less than $2,500 annually, a small sum when it is realized that this makes 
available the benefit of priceless research on all problems. For instance, 
the subjects discussed at the December meeting were Highways, Tax and 
ie Policy, Education, Mental Health, Problems of the Aging, and Water 

olicy. . 


Industry and the federal government certainly recognize the importance 
of adequate research. States must keep pace. 


Tax equalization, property classification, highway financing, education, 
elimination of duplication, governmental reorganization—these are but a 
few of the problems. It doesn’t make sense that a legislator, one who 
recognizes his responsibility to his state and his home county, should be 
barred from participation in this important study. 


HOW ELSE can we substitute business for politics? 


Neither should the Governor’s appropriations be so pinched that we 
cannot participate in a research and analysis program. 


An example of what research can do will be demonstrated within a 
short time when you have an opportunity to hear the report of the State 
Board of Forestry, the Forest Advisory Commission, and your State For- 
ester. These individuals have made a sensible approach to the problem of 
protecting a resource, which by their analysis has been found to have a 
eae $60,000,000, practically four times what it had previously been 
valued. 


The program of conservation and management is sound and sensible, 
and I am sure you will give it the consideration it deserves. 


In my message two years ago I stated that “our water, our minerals, 
our timber, our magnetic scenery’”—these are the assets we must conserve 
wisely and develop soundly. Coupled with their development we must ever 
seek to expand our processing, manufacturing, trade and tourist facilities. 
Nor, should we overlook the vital importance of good relations with our 
neighbors in adjacent Canada and the states. We can be thankful that the 
two great national parks, Glacier and Yellowstone, are of such great bene- 
fit to our economy. Every effort should be made to expand and advertise 
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= tourist attractions to induce more tourists to visit Montana and to stay 
onger. 


“Water is our greatest heritage. Through legislation and by decrees 
of courts, water rights are established and determined by priority of use. 
We must be diligent and protect our rights, so that there is available to 
coming generations sufficient water for all possible development for irri- 
gation of our lands and for domestic and industrial purposes. We should 
plan wisely and should cooperate with the other states of the Missouri and 
Columbia river basins toward sound programs safeguarding Montana’s right 
to all water that may be required for the future development of the state.” 


In the past two years the Columbia River Compact Commission has 
worked hard to try and find an equitable solution to put into a compact. 
They have discussed it with the various states as well as federal depart- 
ments, and undoubtedly the Montana members will have a proposal for our 
sincere consideration. In addition to the work of the Compact Commission, 
the Governor, the Water Board and the State Engineer, have worked dili- 
gently to keep pace with the developments of both the Columbia basin 
and the Missouri Basin Inter-Agency Committee, the Pacific Northwest 
Power Policy Committee, and the Missouri Basin States Governors’ Com- 
mittee. We are endeavoring to insure our rights to use the Waterton and 
Belly rivers for potential irrigation of a large area in northern Montana. 
We are working to get the Libby dam project started and are urging early 
action for the Yellowtail and Moorhead dams in eastern Montana. 


Consideration should be given to the suggestion that an underground 
water code be adopted. We must never relax our efforts to encourage and 
promote higher standards for our rural residents nor should we diminish 
the splendid work of the Montana Water Conservation Board in the past 
twenty years. 


The recommendations of the Fish and Game Commission, particularly 
to minimize the menace to the state’s farm economy where expanding num- 
bers of game have been a real source of trouble and damage, whether the 
non-resident hunting license should be liberalized and the proposed changes 
of the Montana game laws as recommended by the Governor’s Recodifica- 
tion Committee, deserve careful consideration. 


Tourist income within a few years will be a business which will bring 
to Montana in excess of 100 million dollars annually. Certainly we should 
provide an adequate appropriation for the advertising department. 


The excellent program of development of our state parks, the un- 
excelled progress which has been made in the development of the Historical 
Library and the upsurge of private initiative to provide tourist attraction 
facilities, all combine to give us real hope that we can keep this important 
segment of our economy on an expanded basis. 


There is a possibility that the Governors’ Conference in 1956 might be 
held at Glacier Park, and I hope to discuss this some time in the next week 
or so with your committees. 


I wish time would permit me to detail to you the need for review and 
consideration of the proposals as well as the splendid work of such depart- 
ments as the Departments of Public Welfare, Agriculture, and Labor, the 
individual custodial institutions, the Unemployment Compensation Commis- 
sion, the State Examiner, State Controller, Industrial Accident Board, the 
Department of Vocational Rehabilitation, the State Land Board, Veterans’ 
Welfare and the Liquor Control Board. Civil defense is proving its value 
and has become a must because of the Red menace and the danger of hydro- 
gen bombs. 


Improvements in the fields of unemployment insurance and workmen’s 
compensation should receive attention. Each department will give you de- 
tailed information relative to the programs and the recommendation of the 
federal agencies. Then, too, labor and management will have proposals for 
your consideration. 
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Also I believe state, county and municipal employee retirement, social 
security and per diem should be studied. 


Since the Board of Health and Livestock Sanitary Board have asked for 
such substantial increases in appropriations, it is imperative their programs 
be scrutinized in detail. The financial and accomplishment record of the 
Department of Public Welfare has been outstanding. So has that of the 
Oil and Gas Conservation Commission. By your direction, a report has been 
prepared of the underground gas storage problem for your consideration. 


The Governor and his staff, likewise the Controller, do not have facili- 
ties to make the investigations and analyze the budget requests as they 
should be, which makes it absolutely necessary for the legislative commit- 
tees to examine all appropriation requests. In order to keep word with you, 
particularly the members of the Senate Finance and Claims Committee, and 
the House Appropriations Committee, I want to advise that there will be no 
request for a deficiency appropriation from the Governor’s office. It is 
imperative that all appropriations be scrutinized on the basis of responsi- 
bility and the job to be done. 


Several times during the past year I have met with the Personnel 
Commission and reviewed with them the material which they have for your 
consideration. It merits individual study by the legislators and certainly 
the reports and recommendations of the commission should be thoroughly 
studied and analyzed by appropriate or special committees. 


Incidentally, while I am referring to special committees, again it might 
be advisable to have special committees visit some of the custodial institu- 
tions, as they did two years ago and make reports early in the session. 


It is my hope that the Finance and Claims Committee of the Senate and 
the Appropriations Committee of the House will schedule a joint meeting 
with the Governor and Controller shortly after they are organized in order 
that the general problem of appropriation requests and estimated income 
might be discussed and broad outlines arrived at as to how the budget can 
be balanced. The Controller, as required by law, has submitted to you a 
balanced budget. But there has been no opportunity for subsequent review. 


The Board of Examiners has withheld going ahead with plans for the 
Executive Mansion, authorized by the 33rd Legislative Assembly, for the 
reason that it does not feel that sufficient funds were provided. 


No doubt your committees will find ample need fer additional funds 
from the Capitol Land Grant fund to complete renovation of the State 
Capitol. 


The Governor’s Mental Health Committee is to be commended for its 
leadership in acquainting the general public with the needs at the State 
Hospital at Warm Springs and the State Training School at Boulder. This 
group has been recommissioned with the charge to have task forces make 
studies of all of the custodial institutions. 


After adjournment of the 33rd Legislative Assembly, the Board of Ex- 
aminers, after consultation with representative members of the Senate and 
House, entered into negotiations for the purchase of a ranch for the Prison. 
This was in conformity with enabling legislation and an appropriation 
wisely passed by the 33rd Legislature. The Prison, charged with the respon- 
sibility of rehabilitating society’s outcasts, now has a solid foundation on 
which to build a modern prison facility. It is my sincere hope that each and 
every legislator will take the time to drive to Deer Lodge and inspect the 


prison facilities, as well as study the plans for future rehabilitation of the 
inmates. 


_In connection with the rehabilitation program it is mandatory for this 
legislative assembly to set up a new pardon board in conformity with the 
amendment to the Montana constitution approved by the voters at the 
November election. It is also timely to review and revamp the probation 
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and parole law and to provide a modern system in conjunction with the new 
pardon board. Information from other states which should prove helpful 
has been obtained. 


In all of the custodial institutions we must not only think of the in- 
creasing number which come in the door and create the need for expanding 
facilities, but we must concentrate more and more on a program which will 
permit the return to a useful place in society. 


The responsibility of these various institutions should not be the con- 
cern of a handful of employees and state officials, but of all the people. 
That is why it seems advisable that this problem which is resulting in an 
increasing expenditure of the tax dollars should be thoroughly understood. 
We should not skimp in meeting the demands but neither should we be 
over-generous. 


We should correct the World War II Bonus Law so that the next of kin 
of deceased veterans will receive a minimum of $500.00. The inadvertent 
harshness of the present law has caused the next of kin of three Pearl 
Harbor victims to receive nothing and 269 others to receive from $10 to 
$100.00. Sufficient funds are on hand to pay the entire amount, estimated 
at $470,000.00. 


A serious menace to our society is the motor traffic hazard. All of us 
believe and preach the doctrine of highway safety. But it was a surprise 
to the Highway Patrol Supervisor and his staff, more especially the High- 
way Patrol Board, and certainly to the Governor, to learn that the practice 
of issuing limited licenses to those convicted of drunken driving had been in 
vogue for several years. When the implications of that policy became 
known, an immediate stop was put to the practice. But prior to that time, 
843 limited licenses had been issued. Could one blame a patrolman, officer, 
or justice of the peace, for losing his temper when he would see a man 
convicted for being a menace to the highway, driving as a result of a limited 
license within a few weeks after his conviction? 1 am happy to say that 
now when licenses are revoked, they are revoked, and that there is no special 
privilege. If we are going to have law enforcement, the same rules must 
apply to every individual and there must be no back doors to special con- 
sideration. 


The Highway Patrol has improved in efficiency in all departments but 
there is the constant job of acquainting the public with the importance of 
highway safety. The mileage driven increases day by day, but the death 
rate per hundred million miles of travel in Montana has been reduced from 
9.43 deaths in 1952 to 8.52 deaths in 1953 and 7.59 deaths in 1954. 


A substantial increase in appropriation is requested and your commit- 
tees will have to analyze the need as against potential revenues. Certainly 
we cannot relax in our efforts to try and reduce the accident and death toll 
on the highways. We can indeed be thankful that a reduction was made in 
1954. 


Several months ago I declared that highway financing constitutes the 
number one problem in Montana. As indicated previously, the matter of 
evaluation of tax collection and distribution is an important item and to 
emphasize its importance I requested a joint session to hear the facts on 
this question. But for the reason that I think highway finance and your 
highway program is so important to each and every one of you I again 
respectfully request, Mr. President and Mr. Speaker, either another joint 
session to be held in the next day or so to discuss the highway program as 
it has been operating in the past two years, as well as the recommenda- 
tions of the Governor’s Highway Finance Committee or in such manner as 
your bodies determine. Continued progress in highway development is a 
must not only to encourage expansion of our own economy, but to attract 
tourists. 


We have a backlog of approximately five million nine hundred thousand 
dollars in unmatched federal aid and increased federal aid grants indicates 
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our need for an additional three million five hundred thousand dollars to 
four million dollars per year. The Governor’s Interim Highway Finance 
Committee has devoted considerable time and effort to developing recom- 
mendations which I endorse and submit for your consideration. However, 
this subject is far more important and cannot be dealt with in a few min- 
utes discussion by the Governor in his message. That is why I request that 
you permit the State Highway Engineer and the chairman of the Gover- 
nor’s Interim Highway Finance Committee to detail this program to you 
as quickly as possible. I know that you will find the Highway Commission, 
the Highway Department and the Governor’s Interim Committee ready and 
willing to give you all possible information. 


Actual work placed under contract by the Highway Commission during 
the calendar year 1954 will approximate 15 million dollars as compared 
with an average of 11 million dollars per year for the previous five years. 
This has been made possible by increased income, and by savings in main- 
tenance costs of approximately 675 thousand dollars per year for each of 
the calendar years 1953 and 1954 as compared with costs per year in 1951 
and 1952. 


There is much more to tell you but it is difficult to try and cover every- 
thing in this short time. I am sure that you will find every state employee 
ready and willing to give you any information you desire. None of us can 
shirk our responsibilities. Certainly we want to be fair to labor, agriculture, 
business and to professional men and women, and all taxpayers. Above all, 
we must be fair to our children and their children to come.

REPORT OF PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE 
1953 and 1954 
Commutations and Pardons 


The following names were recommended to the Parole and Pardon 
Board of commutation and were subsequently approved: 


ACEBEDO, JAY (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; robbery; sen- 
tenced on July 15, 1952 to five (5) years; commuted to two (2) years. 
Acebedo has no prior record and has a good behavior record at the prison. 
He was an accomplice of Billy Don Yoss, who was also recommended for a 
commutation. 


ADAMS, CHARLES BILLINGS (Commutation)—Lake county; rape; 
sentenced on May 22, 1948 to fourteen (14) years; commuted to ten (10) 
years. Adams has no prior record. He stood trial twice for this offense; 
the first trial resulting in a hung jury. Adams has been a trusty during 
most of his time in prison, and has an excellent prison record. 


ARCHBELL, VIRGIL (Commutation)—Missoula county; robbery; sen- 
tenced on August 6, 1952 to three (3) years; commuted to two (2) years. 
Archbell was previously sentenced to five (5) years in the federal peniten- 
tiary at the age of 18. He was on probation at the time of this offense. He 
was in company with one Armen Wall at the time of the present offense. 
Wall received a sentence of one (1) year. 


BAUER, MYRELE (Commutation)—Hill county; burglary; sentenced 
on February 9, 1952 to seven (7) years; commuted to two and one-half (2%) 
years. Bauer has no prior record. At the time cf the crime he was 19 years 
of age and definitely a youngster in mentality. He would normally be 
eligible for parole August 8, 1955. 


BLACKMAN, C. J., also known as BUFFALO HIDE, CHARLIE (Com- 
mutation)—Glacier county; forgery; sentenced in August, 1951, to a two- 
year suspended sentence. In November, 1952, suspension revoked due to 
drunk and disorderly conduct in Glacier county. His sentence was com- 
muted to one (1) year. Blackman is a Blackfoot Indian and not too bright 
mentally. His four children were being cared for by his father on the Black- 
foot Indian reservation; his wife having deserted the children and is living 
with another man. 


CLARK, RALPH E. (Commutation)—Wheatland county; forgery; sen- 
tenced on March 5, 1952 to four (4) years; commuted to two and one-half 
(2%) years. “Pop” Clark, 66 years of age, was convicted of forgery three 
times previously. His criminal record is associated with the use of alcohol. 
Has been a cook at the warden’s residence and has an exemplary prison 
record. Would normally be eligible for parole July 19, 1954. 


CLOTHIER, VAL GENE (Commutation)—Deer Lodge; armed robbery; 
sentenced on January 7, 1953 to five (5) years; commuted to two (2) years 
and eight (8) months with the provision that he be required to report as a 
parolee to the State Board of Prison Commissioners for a period of two (2) 
years. This is Clothier’s first offense. He, in company with Ken Galloway, 
was involved in the robbery. He has been a trusty and has a clear conduct 
record at the prison. He would normally be due for parole July 6, 1955. 


CURRIE, M. D. (Commutation)—Fergus county; motor theft; sen- 
tenced November 3, 1952 to eighteen (18) months; commuted to sixteen (16) 
months. Currie has no prior convictions. Received honorable discharge from 
the U. S. army after five years of service during World War II. Plans to 
return to his home state of Texas, where he has three children. Currie has 
an excellent prison record. He would normally be released on parole 
August 2, 1953. 
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DAVIS, GEORGE (Commutation)—Hill county; rape; sentenced on 
January 15, 1951 to five (5) years; commuted to four (4) years. Davis has 
no prior record and has been a trusty at the prison. He would normally be 
released in June, 1953. He is one of four young men convicted of the same 
offense. 


DINSMORE, FRANK (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; burglary; 
sentenced on July 13, 1953 to three (3) years; commuted to two (2) years 
with the provision that he be required to report as a parolee to the State 
Board of Prison Commissioners for the full term of his original sentence of 
three (3) years. This is Dinsmore’s first offense. He is a trusty at the 
prison and has an excellent conduct record. His accomplice, Lee Beckworth, 
received a three (3) year suspended sentence. 


FELKER, BILL (Commutation)—Hill county; rape; sentenced on Jan- 
uary 15, 1951 to five (5) years; commuted to four (4) years. Felker has no 
prior record and has been a trusty. His wife is a nurse and has recently 
been injured, causing her hardship in caring for their youngster. He would 
normally be released on parole in June, 1953. Three accomplices, all young 
men, were included in the same recommendation. 


FOLEY, BILL (Commutation)—Hill county; rape; sentenced on Janu- 
ary 15, 1951 to five (5) years; commuted to four (4) years. Foley has no 
prior record and has been a trusty. He is one of four young men convicted 
of the same offense. He would normally be released in June of 1953. 


GALLOWAY, KENNETH ALLEN (Commutation)—Deer Lodge; 
armed robbery; sentenced on Jan. 7, 1953 to five (5) years; commuted to two 
(2) years and eight (8) months with the provision that he be required to 
report as a parolee to the State Board of Prison Commissioners for a period 
of two (2) years. This is Galloway’s first offense. He was in the company 
of Val Gene Clothier at the time of the crime. He would normally be eligible 
for parole July 6, 1955. 


GARSWICK, EDWARD (Commutation)—Park county; burglary; sen- 
tenced on April 11, 1952 to three (3) years; commuted to two (2) years. 
Garswick has a prior prison record in the federal prison consisting of a 
violation of selective service. His prison record is excellent. He would nor- 
mally be eligible for discharge February 25, 1954. 


HAMLIN, DALE EDWARD (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; rob- 
bery; sentenced on October 25, 1950 to ten (10) years; commuted to seven 
(7) years. Hamlin has no prior record of crime. His prison record is ex- 
cellent. He has an honorable discharge from the armed forces. He has been 
a trusty at the prison. Attributes much of his trouble to the use of alcohol. 
He would normally be eligible for parole July 2, 1955. 


HARDIN, LLOYD (Commutation)—Hill county; burglary in the first 
degree; sentenced on January 14, 1953 to three (3) years; commuted to 
one (1) year. Hardin has no prior record and his prison behavior has been 
excellent. Prior to arrest worked as a G. N. depot agent. His employment 
record was good. His family has been in welfare. Would normally be elig- 
ible for parole July 18, 1954. 


HENDRICKSON, RICHARD V. (Commutation)—Phillips county; em- 
bezzlement; sentenced on March 8, 1952 to six (6) years; commuted to 
forty-four (44) months. Hendrickson is a crippled man having had polio at 
an early age. Hendrickson was drinking to excess and gambling at the time 
he became involved in the embezzlement. His prison conduct has been ex- 
cellent and he has been a trusty. 


HOPPE, GORDON JOSEPH (Commutation)—Flathead county; burg- 
lary; sentenced on July 2, 1952 to six (6) years; commuted to thirty (30) 
months. Hoppe’s prison record and attitude are good. This was his first 
offense. His accomplice in the crime, Louis Garcia, has a record of two 
prior convictions and received a sentence of three (3) years. 
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IRWIN, LOUIS (Commutation)—Cascade county; using auto without 
consent of owner; sentenced on March 27, 1952 to four (4) years; commuted 
to two (2) years. Irwin is an Indian boy and a disabled Korean war veteran. 
His displayed symptoms of psychoneurosis and further confinement at the 
prison would doubtless be detrimental. Dr. Ensign of the State Board of 
Health agreed to follow up on Irwin if he is released. 


KRENIK, FRANK G. (Commutation)—Sentenced in justice court of 
Great Falls township on 28rd day of October, 1953, to serve ninety (90) 
days in jail and pay a fine:of $100.00. He was charged with indecent ex- 
posure. Krenik had served more than sixty (60) days. His family is on 
welfare. Krenik was unable to pay the fine. Sentence commuted to that 
number of days which he will have served at the first opportunity the board 
has to approve this recommendation. 


LAKUSTA, JOHN, also known as BROOKS, RAY (Commutation)— 
Toole county; forgery; sentenced on July 16, 1953 to two (2) years; com- 
muted to eighteen (18) months. Lakusta is a first offender. A hold order by 
the U. S. Immigration authorities is in effect on him and he will be de- 
ported to Canada upon his release. He has a good prison record and if re- 
leased will be turned over to the immigration authorities. He would nor- 
mally be eligible for parole July 15, 1954. 


LANCHBURY, JERRY (Commutation)—Hill county; rape; sentenced 
on January 15, 1951 to five (5) years; commuted to four (4) years. Lanch- 
bury has no prior record, and has been a trusty. Would normally have been 
released in June, 1958. He is one of four young men convicted of the same 
offense. 


LANGEVIN, DONALD (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; grand 
larceny; sentenced on February 16, 1953 to one (1) year; commuted to six 
(6) months. Langevin has no prior record. He served honorably with the 
U. S. navy in World War II. He would normally be eligible for parole 
August 15, 1953. 


LONE, KENNETH (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; robbery; sen- 
tenced on March 18, 1953 to three (8) years; commuted to two (2) years 
with a provision that he continue to report to the State Board of Prison 
ee ae as a parolee for the full length of his original term of three 

3) years. 


MAYBERRY, FLOYD (Commutation)—Phillips county; assault in 
second degree; sentenced on August 6, 1952 to five (5) years; commuted to 
eighteen (18) months. Previously convicted of carrying a concealed weapon 
and fined. At time of incident Mayberry was a sergeant in the U. S. army, 
Great Falls, and had served honorably for five and one-half years, part of 
which was spent overseas. His prison conduct has been excellent. 


MESSERLY, FRED (Commutation)—Phillips county; manslaughter; 
sentenced on June 19, 1952 to eight (8) years; commuted to thirty-six (36) 
months. This is Messerly’s first offense. His prison record is excellent, 
and his attitude is excellent. 


MONTES, SIMON, also known as MONTEZ, SIMON (Commutation) — 
Richland county; first degree murder; sentenced on December 11, 1942, to 
life; commuted to twenty-three (23) years. Montes has been a trusty at 
the prison for ten (10) years. His conduct has been exemplary. He is af- 
flicted with malaria. The Montes’ case was under study, and the prisoner 
under constant observation for one year. 


NANINI, RALPH (Commutation)—Pondera county; first degree burg- 
lary; sentenced on April 8, 1953 to one (1) year; commuted to eight (8) 
months. Nanini has no prior record and at time of offense was a senior in 
high school of the age of 18 years. He would normally be eligible for parole 
September 17, 19538. 


NELSON, EMMET (Commutation)—Beaverhead county; forgery; sen- 
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tenced on October 2, 1952 to four (4) years; commuted to twenty-two (22) 
months. This is Nelson’s first offense. At the time of the crime he had 
been drinking. His prison record is good. 


PARKS, ROBERT (Commutation)—Lewis and Clark county; burglary; 
sentenced to a five (5) year suspended sentence. Following this, in July of 
1952, Parks was apprehended with two other fellows in the vicinity of 
Wenatchee, Washington, during a burglary. Parks was asleep in the back 
of the car, but was returned to Montana at the request of the county attor- 
ney. Upon application by the county attorney for a revocation of the sus- 
pended sentence, this was done and Parks was received at the penitentiary 
on July 26, 1952. Parks’ prison conduct has been excellent, and he has been 
a trusty. His sentence was commuted to three (3) years. 


PELTIER, RAY (Commutation)—Hill county; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced on November 14, 1952 to eighteen (18) months; commuted to sixteen 
(16) months. Peltier was a resident of North Dakota and planned to return 
there. He has no prior record and has a good prison record. At time of 
crime was in company with one Pete Villa, who had a prior record of crime. 
Both received same sentence. Peltier would normally be eligible for parole 
August 18, 1958. 


PHELPS, WILLIAM (Commutation)—Park county; forgery; sen- 
tenced on July 25, 1952 to three (3) years; commuted to one and one-half 
(14%) years. Phelps was convicted once before for forgery. In each instance 
the crime is associated with the use of alcohol. He was a waiter at the 
warden’s home, and has an exemplary prison record. He would normally be 
eligible for parole June 9, 1954. 


PLUFFE, LUCY (Commutation)—Lake county; two charges of 
drunken driving: convicted in justice court, Polson township, on August 2, 
1954, and fined $150.00 and given a ten-day jail term. She has served over 
six weeks and is six-months pregnant. She is without funds and would have 
to serve out the fine at $2.00 per day. Recommended remittance of the bal- 
ance of her unpaid fine. 


POWELL, RAY MILTON, JR. (Commutation)—Chouteau county; 
drunken driving; convicted in justice court of Fort Benton township, August 
14, 1954 and fined $275.00. He is without funds and has been serving the 
fine out at the rate of $2.00 per day. The health and well-being of Powell 
are in jeopardy. Recommended that balance of the fine, unpaid, be remitted, 
and that Powell be released from custody to leave the state for medical 
attention. 


PRICE, ROBERT (Commutation)—Cascade county; rape; sentenced on 
September 27. 1951 to seven (7) years; commuted to three and one-half 
(8%) years. Price was previously convicted of passing a fictitious check. 
His record at the prison is good. He would normally be eligible for parole 
April 19, 1955. 


ROBIDEAU, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Chouteau county; forgery; 
sentenced to two (2) years; commuted to one (1) year. Robideau is a half- 
blood Indian. He received an honorable discharge from the U. S. navy in 
1946, and is disabled with osteomyelitis in the left Jeg. He was previously 
convicted of grand larceny in North Dakota. His prison record is excellent. 


ROGERS, GORDON B. (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; infamous 
crime against nature; sentenced on June 11, 1949 to twenty (20) years; 
commuted to nine (9) years. Rogers has no prior record of felonies, and has 
an excellent prison record. The use of alcohol was instrumental in the 
crime. 


ST. GERMAINE, WALTER ERNEST (Commutation)—Missoula coun- 
ty; grand larceny; sentenced on March 8, 1951 to five (5) years; commuted 
to four and one-half (442) years. St. Germaine has no prior record and has 


an excellent prison record as a trusty. Would normally be eligible for 
parole September 7, 1953.

SENG, HAZEL (Commutation)—Hill county; grand larceny; sentenced 
on June 6, 1952 to a three (8) year suspended sentence, which suspension 
was later revoked on the basis of bad checks. Mrs. Seng has a good prison 
record. Part of her trouble seems to stem from her use of alcohol. 


SENG, WARREN (Commutation)—Mineral county; statutory rape; 
sentenced on September 7, 1950 to eight (8) years; commuted to five (5) 
years. Seng has no prior record. His prison record is good and he has been 
a trusty on the prison dairy during the time of his incarceration. Divorced 
since his incarceration and has four children for whom he will be respon- 
sible when he is returned to society. He had worked for the highway main- 
tenance department and was a good provider for his family. Seng would 
- normally be eligible for parole August 14, 1954. 


SHROPSHIRE, TED (Commutation)—Hill county; burglary; sen- 
tenced on February 9, 1952 to seven (7) years; commuted to two and one- 
half (24%) years. Shropshire had no prior record. He and Myrele Bauer 
were involved in the same offense. Both were former students of the Miles 
City Industrial School. His age at the time of the crime was 19 years. He 
expressed a desire to attend college, upon his release, mostly because of his 
athletic prowess. He would normally be due for parole on August 8, 1955. 


SMITCKE, DONALD JAMES (Commutation)—Lewis and Clark coun- 
ty; used motor vehicle without owner’s consent; sentenced on July 26, 1952 
to two (2) years; commuted to eighteen (18) months. Smitcke was a tran- 
sient in Helena from Bismarck, North Dakota, and was drinking heavily at 
the time of the crime. He has a prior conviction of burglary. He is af- 
flicted with osteomyelitis in the right leg, but could not get admitted to the 
veterans’ hospital while incarcerated at the penitentiary. His prison record 
is good. He would normally be eligible for parole November 18, 1952. 


SOLLEY, RALPH (Commutation)—Fergus county; grand larceny; 
sentenced on August 15, 1952 to two (2) years; commuted to twenty-two 
(22) months. Solley has no prior record. Has made retribution for the tire 
he stole. He has an excellent prison record. Solley would normally be 
eligible for parole August 14, 1953. 


TOMLINSON, THEODORE L. (Commutation)—Lewis and Clark coun- 
ty; three counts of felony; sentenced on November 8, 1951 to four and one- 
half (4%) years; commuted to three and one-half (814) years. Tomlinson 
had no prior record and has been extremely cooperative in such investiga- 
tions as the gas-fraud cases. He has been a model prisoner, and a hard 
worker. His attitude is good. He has expressed a willingness to continue 
his cooperation with officials in the gas tax fraud matter. He would nor- 
mally be released on parole February 22, 1954. 


TOOHEY, NELLIMAN (Commutation)—Gallatin county; involuntary 
manslaughter; sentenced on November 30, 1950 to eight (8) years; com- 
muted to five (5) years. Toohey has no prior record, and has been a trusty. 
His prison record is good. There was evidence at the trial that another car 
subsequently ran over the deceased and the exact cause of death was never 
established. He would normally be released November 14, 1958. 


VAN BUREN, MELVIN CLYDE (Commutation)—Yellowstone county; 
robbery; sentenced on August 22, 1952 to five (5) years; commuted to two 
(2) years. Van Buren has no prior criminal record. His attitude and con- 
duct at the prison are good. 


VENDER, JAMES L. (Commutation)—Beaverhead county; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced on March 31, 1953 to four (4) years; commuted to two (2) 
and one-half (1%) years, with the provision that he be required to report 
as a parolee to the State Board of Prison Commissioners for the full term 
of his original sentence of four (4) years. This is Vender’s first felony. He 
is a trusty and has a good conduct record. In company with one Eldon 
McPhie, Vender burglarized a cabin near Dillon. McPhie was charged in 
Silver Bow county with another separate burglary and received a two (2) 
year sentence, and has now been discharged from the penitentiary. He 
would normally be eligible for parole March 30, 1955. 
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WALLACE, ROBERT (Commutation)—Silver Bow county; rape; sen- 
tenced on March 30, 1951 to ten (10) years; commuted to five (5) years. 
Wallace has no prior criminal record. His prison record is good. He would 
normally be eligible for parole December 7, 1955. 


WESTON, KENNETH (Commutation)—Cascade county; forgery; 
sentenced on January 24, 1953 to two (2) years; commuted to one (1) year. 
He has a prior conviction of forgery in North Dakota. His prison record 
has been good.

Three copies shall accompany the original through both Houses and to the 
Governor, who shall, if approved, sign the original and one copy. The 
original bill and two copies shall be filed with the Secretary of State and the 
third copy shall be filed with the Clerk of the Supreme Court. The fourth 
copy shall be retained by the Chairman of the Enrolling Committee until 
the conclusion of the session, when it shall be filed with the Secretary of

Three copies shall accompany the original through both houses 
and to the Governor, who shall, if approved, sign the original and one copy.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report was submitted to the House by a special committee 
appointed to study the problems of highways and highway financing of the 
State of Montana, and to make a study of the Oregon weight distance law. 
The report was adopted and the Speaker thanked the committee, which was 
then discharged, having made its final report. 


To the Members of the House of Representatives: 
Mr. Speaker: 


Pursuant to a motion adopted by the House of Representatives on Janu- 
ary 14th, 1954, authorizing the appointment of a committee of three mem- 
bers of the House with instructions to proceed to Salem, Oregon, to make a 
study of the Oregon Weight Distance Law, a committee was appointed with 
Lloyd J. Michels of Sheridan county, chairman of the Highway Committee 
as chairman, Fred E. Barrett of Liberty county and Ralph L. Bricker of 
Cascade county completing the committee which was instructed to report 
back to the House by January 27th. 


Upon the adoption of a similar motion by the Senate on the same date, 
a Committee of the Senate was appointed. Those making the trip and study 
for the Senate were Senator Earl Moritz of Fergus county, vice chairman of 
the Senate Highway Committee as chairman, Senator Don F. Valiton of 
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Powell county and Senator Charles A. Bovey of Cascade county completing 
the committee.

The first study of the truck tax problem began in Oregon in 1935. The 
whole purpose of this study was to determine what share of the cost of 
highways should be borne by truck and bus transportation. This study was 
completed in 1937 and brought two significant things to light. First, that 
a basic vehicle size should be determined. A car or light truck being of 
about the same size and weight therefore consumed about the same amount 
of fuel. This being the case, a road should be built to a standard of con- 
struction which would support vehicles of this size. The second factor 
established by this study was that vehicles of greater size than cars and 
light trucks did not use the same amount of fuel; neither did they consume 
the same amount of space in road use, and it was necessary to build heavier 
roads to support heavier traffic. 


Problems involved to accommodate all users are numerous; provide 
geometric features, such as sight distance, climbing lanes up hills for trucks 
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to allow lighter units to pass without holding up traffic, proper curvatures 
for long truck trailer combinations, proper bridge widths and safe load 
carrying capacities. 


Engineers established the cost responsibility for each class of vehicle. 
It was this study which established the one-third cost responsibility of the 
heavier vehicles. Subsequent Oregon Legislative Interim Committees made 
additional studies and verified this cost responsibility. 


It was felt that this class of heavy vehicle owners received the benefit 
of proper highway construction and that such adequate construction en- 
abled them to cut their operating costs and to give better service to their 
customers. 


The first ton mile tax in the west was assessed in the state of Oregon 
and this system of ton mile taxation was in effect until 1947, when the 
present method of taxation was changed from a ton mile to the weight dis- 
tance tax. This is the present tax system in effect in Oregon today. 


The present form of weight distance tax was adopted in Oregon in 
1947, and was submitted to the voters of Oregon both in the form of a 
referendum and a constitutional amendment. We understand the people of 
Oregon in the subsequent election supported by a large majority the weight 
distance method of taxation. 


Our first morning was spent with Mr. Hester, administrative assistant 
to the chief engineer of the Oregon Highway Commission, who briefed the 
committee in a general way on the weight distance tax as it applies to 
Oregon today. One of the interesting features about the collection of the 
weight distance tax is the collection of the various fees which is handled by 
the Public Utilities Commission of the state of Oregon. There are three 
separate departments within the Motor Carrier Division of the Public 
Utilities Commission. One is administration; Two is issuing Public Utilities 
Commission license plates; Three is the collection of the weight distance tax. 


According to responsible officials, the mileage tax is a very easy one 
to administer. In substantiation of this statement it was pointed out that 
interstate trucking operators must keep certain records for the Federal 
Interstate Commerce Commission and that these same records contain the 
information necessary to file certain reports under the Oregon system. To 
determine fuel consumption per unit is much more difficult. At one time 
Oregon allowed certain fuel tax credits on their weight distance tax, but 
this did not operate satisfactorily and was abandoned. 


It is believed desirable to have a modest registration fee on vehicles to 
cover costs of administration, etc. Oregon bases this on the “light weight” 
of trucks at the rate of 70¢ per 100 pounds. This is also very desirable 
from a reciprocity viewpoint. The basis of classification in Oregon is the 
weight of the vehicle plus the maximum load to be carried. The operator 
then pays a tax rate based on the total mileage travelled within the state 
of Oregon on all highways except upon private roads. The Oregon system 
is not a ton-mile tax system. In commenting upon the ton-mile system, 
they felt it was extremely difficult to administer and caused a great deal 
of extra work for the trucking industry. 


In 1949 Oregon set two basic weight distance rate schedules. One was 
a lower tax rate schedule that applied to vehicles using gasoline purchased 
within the state of Oregon (Oregon levies a 6¢ a gallon tax, the same as 
Montana). The second, a higher rate schedule applied to all other vehicles, 
including those using Diesel and also those purchasing gasoline outside the 
state of Oregon. The difference between the two tax schedules was based 
upon several studies. 


The Oregon officials outlined a situation which was of interest. They 
stated, for example, that a California truck could enter Oregon with a large 
supply of gasoline and that this truck could travel northward through Ore- 
gon to Washington to its destination; and could return back through Oregon 
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to its home terminal in California without buying any gasoline in either 
Oregon or Washington. Under the illustration used, this California operator 
would pay, under the weight distance tax, approximately $4,000.00 to the 
state of Oregon. They ventured the opinion that this same operator prob- 
ably paid nothing in the way of taxes to the state of Washington, which has 
a gross vehicle weight tax system plus the regular gasoline tax. It should 
be noted that no Diesel tax is collected in Oregon when the rate schedules 
previously mentioned are applied. A major portion of the administration of 
the weight distance tax in Oregon is placed under the Public Utilities Com- 
missioner. This office corresponds to a certain extent to our Montana 
Board of Railroad and Public Service Commissioners. However, the Oregon 
system has one man who is a commissioner and who receives a salary of 
$11,500 a year. 


All commercial vehicles and all private vehicles over 6,000 pounds 
gross vehicle weight are under the Public Utilities Commission. It is im- 
portant to note that no property taxes on vehicles are levied in Oregon, 
either by city, county or state. The weight distance tax money goes into 
the Oregon highway fund along with other highway fees and taxes. Then, 
by statute, the cities of Oregon receive 10%, the counties 19%, and the 
state 71% of said highway funds. Some difficulty exists in apportioning 
moneys to the counties and cities due to the fact that certain vehicles may 
be licensed in one county and the major portion of their highway travel 
may be in a different county. 


In 1953 there were 14,235 Public Utilities Commission operators in 
Oregon using a total of 55.300 vehicles. Two per cent of the carriers in 
Oregon operate 88% of the Public Utilities Commission units. 


In Oregon.it appeared that there was excellent cooperation between all 
agencies having anything to do with the administration of the weight dis- 
tance tax. For example, the state police make observation reports con- 
cerning the location, time and direction of movement of any Public Utilities 
Commission unit which they encounter in their other activities on the high- 
ways of Oregon. We were told that the extra duties involved in this did 
not necessitate additional personnel in the state police. 


We were informed that many states are considering a similar type of 
legislation, and it was estimated that at one time or another, at least one- 
half of the states had sent delegations or committees to Oregon similar to 
ours. They stated that in the administration of the weight distance tax in 
Oregon it required little or no additional help in the highway department 
and no additional personnel in the state police. The departments directed 
to take part in the administration of the act employed approximately 112 
people. Weigh masters under the highway commission perform certain 
duties in connection with the weight distance tax system; and are an integral 
and important part of the program. Whenever they weigh a Public Utilities 
Commission vehicle in the course of their highway duties, the weigh masters 
complete observation slips similar to the ones filled out by the state police. 
These observation slips are simple in form and report time, Public Utilities 
Commission number, location and direction of travel of the vehicle, and 
these slips are forwarded to the audit division for later checking against 
operators’ mileage records. 


Their motor revenue department has a total of approximately 70 em- 
ployees. Included in this department, and counted in the total number of 
employees above, is their system of 17 field offices. These field offices are 
located in strategic and important towns in Oregon. Each office has at 
least one auditor and a clerk. There is a total of 35 auditors and clerks 
working in these 17 field offices. 


The accounting section has a total of 35 people employed of whom 20 
to 25 could be charged to the administration of the weight distance tax. 


In 1954, the weight distance tax in Oregon reached a total of $10,944,000 
revenue for the Oregon State Highway Commission to use in its highway 
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program. It was anticipated that the total revenue for 1955 would be ap- 
proximately $12,000,000. 


As an example of one of the costs of administration, 11,000 audits were 
made in 1954, costing the state of Oregon $237,000. However, as a result of 
these audits, there was recovered for the state of Oregon a total of $433,000, 
or $205,000 more than their cost. 


The auditing department tries to audit all carriers under its jurisdiction 
at least once every two years. They have not been able to achieve that ob- 
jective. Currently there are 25,700 accounts subject to audit in Oregon. 
Slightly over 7,000 of these are over two years old; but 2,000 of this num- 
ber have been assigned to auditors and will be completed in the near future. 
Carriers do not like it when audits are over two years old, as it places an 
additional burden upon them. 


' It was emphasized to us that the local field offices should do as much 
of the auditing as possible, in the interests of better service. 


The average number of accounts auditors are able to make per month 
is decreasing. It was felt that this might be due to a recent 40% increase 
in weight distance rates, which could lead to more attempted evasion. In 
other words, excessive rates would encourage evasion of the tax. Not only 
do the excessive rates lead to more evasion, but also increase the cost of 
administration, due to the greater amount of auditing necessary and check- 
ing required to prevent evasion. 


While Oregon attempts to make a 100% audit of all accounts subject to 
audit, the Stanford Research Institute recommended instead spot checking 
accounts. 


Personnel in the accounting department felt that some weight distance 
taxes are lost due to the fact that their field offices were closed on Saturday 
and Sunday and they felt that some weight distance taxes are lost and they 
felt that some truckers were taking advantage of that. 


Where freight rate increases have been granted, it was the opinion that 
the weight distance tax is a small factor in such freight rate increases; 
other costs, such as labor, material and equipment costs have advanced a 
great deal more than the tax factor. Sufficient revenues are important in 
the building of good highways and good highways save trucking operators 
money. As an example, highway No. 30 running along the boundary be- 
tween Oregon and Washington was used as an illustration. The highway is 
located in Oregon and is a modern, up to date, water grade route. This 
parallels a Washington highway which is just across the Columbia river. 
Despite the fact that there is a weight distance mileage use tax in Oregon 
and none in Washington, and despite the fact that it would be an easy mat- 
ter for a trucker to cross the Columbia river and travel the Washington 
highway, we were informed that Oregon highway No. 30 was carrying an 
ever-increasing amount of truck traffic. 


The declaration was made to us by department heads that any state 
adopting a weight distance tax system must establish a very good auditing 
department in order to make the system function. 


The reporting forms used for the weight distance mileage tax by car- 
riers subject to it appear to be relatively simple in form. Carriers report, 
among other things, the monthly mileage traveled inside the State of Ore- 
gon. Payment of this tax was computed by the reporting carriers and pay- 
ment was usually attached to the monthly report. 


Thirty per cent of the monthly tax reports submitted to the accounting 
section involved tax payments of $5.00 or less, according to an estimate 
furnished us. One of the largest payments made by one of the bigger operat- 
ors amounted to $59,555.15, for the month of December, 1954. In this case 
this was the weight distance tax paid to the state of Oregon by that firm 
for the total number of miles traveled in Oregon upon its public highways. 
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The accounting department has an IBM system, but department heads 
would not recommend it for use in Montana, because our monthly volume of 
business would not justify the $2,500.00 monthly rent Oregon is paying for 
such a system. 


All commercial vehicles in the state of Oregon whether they be private, 
contract, or common carriers all come under the Public Utilities Commission 
ani must receive plates from this department, designating the class carrier. 
According to the information furnished the committee, there are 14,235 
operators operating under the Public Utilities Commission. These operators 
operate 55,300 vehicles and each vehicle must carry an identification plate. 
Of the 55,300, approximately 10,000 chose the flat fee. 


There are certain trucks and trucking operations in the state of Oregon 
that are exempt from the weight distance tax and which pay in lieu thereof 
a fee established by law. The most important exemption under the Oregon 
law was the exemption of all farm trucks. In Oregon farm trucks pay no 
weight distance tax, but pay a registration fee somewhat similar to our 
Montana gross vehicle weight system. The tax in Oregon on such farm 
trucks is at the rate of 50¢ per 100 pounds, actual weight of the truck un- 
loaded. (Certain other trucks and trucking operations in Oregon are en- 
titled to use a flat fee instead of paying the weight distance tax; and this 
rate is 70¢ per 100 pounds of actual weight unloaded of the vehicles.) 


Oregon studies on highway use showed a large number of farm trucks 
were low mileage operations. Farm trucks do not come under the Public 
tilities Commission as they are considered to have little in common for 
taxation purposes with commercial carriers. The statement was made that 
most Oregon farm vehicles were single units, burning gas upon which the 
Oregon state gas tax of 6¢ per gallon had been paid. This report also 
showed that 27% of the farm trucks are under 6,000 pounds; and that 90% 
of the Oregon farm trucks are under 18,000 pounds GVW. Less than 1% 
of the farm vehicles in Oregon were over 28,000 pounds GVW. 


The Public Utilities Commission is authorized to assess an estimated 
mileage to cover certain unique types of operations and to do this also in the 
case of trucking operators who fail to make the required monthly mileage 
reports. The transfer and delivery trucks operating all within the city do 
not come under the Public Utilities Commission. 


Charges were and are made, that there is a considerable amount of 
evasion under the weight distance tax system in Oregon. The Western 
Highway Institute audit claimed that the evasion was approximately 30%. 
As a result of such charges. Oregon employed the Stanford Research Insti- 
tute to investigate and make an extensive study of the estimated amount 
of evasion of the tax in that state. This work cost Oregon $15,000. We were 
informed that the Stanford people took the most unfavorable view possible 
whenever there was a choice, and yet came up with the very definite con- 
clusion that there was only 44%% evasion of the weight distance tax in 
Oregon. (Later, when we were touring the audit division, we were told that 
in the Oregon system of auditing, almost all of the 442% evasion was re- 
coverei by the Oregon auditors.) 


Apparently, Oregon allows considerable discretion, to be vested in the 
Public Utilities Commission. To take care of unusual situations some per- 
mits are granted with special fees. For example, a trucking operation 
m'ght be entirely upon private roads, except when such operation would 
simply cross over a primary highway; and in this case the trucking operator 
could secure a permit from the Public Utilities Commission and make pay- 
ment to them, a fee considered to be proper by the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. 


We met with leaders and representatives of the truck transportation 
industry in Oregon. They were of the opinion that weight distance taxes 
would lead to increased freight rates which would be passed on to the con- 
sumer. It was their opinion that there were too many exemptions in the 
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Oregon law. As one of them put it, “If the system is good for one, it should 
be good for all; and everyone operating trucks under the weight distance 
system should be treated alike.” It is only fair to point out that in Oregon, 
higher rates prevail on the same commodities for like mileages over those 
now in effect in Montana. However, this situation has prevailed for a 
number of years. 


We found no cne who did not agree that the system in Oregon was 
operating satisfactorily. While it might not be perfect, it is considered by 
everyone in authority to be a step in the right direction. There was some 
disegreement as to the amount of tax being evaded. The carriers’ biggest 
complaint was that they felt that there were many small carriers who were 
getting by without paying the tax that was due the state. However, this 
could not be verified. 


If we in Montana were to adopt a similar law, this would have to be 
carried on either under the present Montana Railroad Commission, a new 
department set up in the Highway Commission, a new department perhaps 
to be known as the Motor Vehicle Administration, or some similar name. 


Under the present system in Montana, there is no,way to determine 
how many individual operators both intrastate and interstate are operating 
in Montana today. The only information we have is that there are approxi- 
mately 6,844 Montana Railroad Commission plates issued by the Montana 
Railroad Commission to trucks, buses and taxicabs operating in Montana. 
Of the 6,844 Montana Railroad Commission plates issued in Montana, ap- 
proximately 5,000 are property carriers both interstate and intrastate—the 
balance being taxicabs and buses both city and intercity. 


Comparing Montana with Oregon, there are 55,300 single units under 
the Public Utilities Commission, which includes all commercial vehicles 
using the highways, whereas in Montana only those operating under author- 
ity of the Montana Railroad Commission are required to carry plates. 


In 1953 Montana had approximately 96,132 motor trucks and buses. Of 
this number, some 52,820 are registered as farm vehicles. 


Of the remaining 43,312, 22,452 are under 6,000 pounds, leaving 20,860 
trucks and buses. Of this number, there would be exempt under the Oregon 
law, all trucks and buses operating within the city or within a radius of 
three air miles of the same. This, of course, would take in all transfer and 
bus companies operating within the local areas. 


There would still be further exemptions if the Oregon law was applied 
to Montana. These probably would not run to any great number. It would 
be fair to estimate that there would be approximately 17,000 to 18,0C0 Mon- 
tana trucks and buses that would operate under the Oregon weight distance 
tax formula. To this number of trucks and buses would be added a great 
many interstate trucks and buses of which we have no record and no way of 
obtaining such information. 


Montana being a bridge state between the Pacific northwest and the 
east, there are undoubtedly a great many interstate trucks and buses oper- 
ating into and across Montana. 


OBSERVATIONS 


Personnel within the Oregon State Highway Commission and Public 
Utilities Commission with whom we met, appear to be highly intelligent, 
well qualified, and capable administrators. These people were sincere and 
well versed in the Oregon highway program and its tax systems. Among 
these men we observed a close relationship of cooperation between their 
departments. 


Our meeting with the trucking industry people demonstrated that these 
were also top men in their business. They very seriously, intelligently, and 
fairly presented their point of view on the weight distance tax system. 
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We had the opportunity to discuss highway matters with outstanding 
members of the present Oregon legislature, as well as the Governor of Ore- 
gon. From these people we gained the impression that the wight distance 
tax system was working well in Oregon and that under no circumstances 
would they abandon it. They seemed to feel that it had been well accepted 
by the majority of the people of Oregon and that it was an equitable sys- 
tem of taxation. They admitted that there were minor flaws which required 
legislative correction from time to time, Most all of them urged that if 
we were to adopt such a system in Montana, it should be done after careful 
preparation and study. They seemed to wholeheartedly approve of the sys- 
tem of interim committees of the legislature going into such matters and 
preparing necessary legislation between sessions of their assembly. 


The continuance of the weight mile tax as a means of highway taxation 
in Oregon is endorsed as recently as January 1, 1955, by the Oregon legis- 
lative Highway Interim Committee in their report to the legislature, which 
report reads in part: “and until such time as it is established and proved a 
more equitable and rational means of applying a highway-use tax is de- 
vised, our present weight-mile tax should not be disturbed.” 


CONCLUSIONS 


We believe the weight distance tax as applied in Oregon is an equitable 
means to recover costs of highways from users, in proportion to cost re- 
sponsibility. 


We therefore recommend from the information contained in the fore- 
going report that the weight distance tax system in Montana be adopted 
only after careful and proper consideration and preparation.

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House Bill No. 233, introduced by Durkee, Goodgame, McInnis, Man- 
gan: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Title 26, Chapter 1, Sec- 
tion 121, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, providing for the creation of a 
fund to be known as ‘fish and game districts fund’; and providing for the

House Bill No. 300, introduced by Dempsey, Howard, Tobin, Norby: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Chapter 101 of the Session Laws 
of the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 1951, 
enabling incorporated cities and towns to acquire, operate and lease motor 
busses and bus lines for the transportation of passengers, providing for the 
borrowing of money or issuing bonds for the purchase of the same and 
providing for a vote of the taxpayers thereon, by adding thereto provisions 
enabling incorporated cities and towns to also contract with independent 
carriers for such transportation service and authorizing the council of such 
cities and towns to levy a tax on all taxable property within the limits of 
such city or town to defray the cost thereof, and providing for the submis- 
sicn of the question of such levy to the legal voters of such city or town 
who are taxpaying freeholders therein whenever it shall be necessary to 
raise money by taxation for such purpose in excess of the levy now allowed 
ky law; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Affairs of Cities. 


House Bill No. 301, introduced by Anderson (Cascade), Regan: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 53-122 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, as amended by Chapter 221 of the Session Laws of the 
32nd Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 1951, relating io 
registration fees of motor vehicles, fees therefor, disposal of the proceeds 
of such fees, including dealers registration and transfer thereof, providing 
for exemption for public owned vehicles; license or registration fees for 
trailers, semi-trailers and tractors, definition for same; providing for trans- 
fer of funds from the motor vehicle fund of the registrar of motor vehicles 
to the motor vehicle recording fund or motor vehicle administrative fund; 
provi‘’ing for deposit of all fees, other than license fees, except dealer 
license fees, collected by the registrar of motor vehicles, in said motor 
vehicle recording fund for the payment of expenses of the maintenance and 
operation of the department of the registrar of motor vehicles; providing for 
the creciting of license or registration fees by the county treasurers of the 
motor vehicle license fund of the county; providing for the use of such fund; 
providing fifty (50%) per cent of the net license fees derived from the 
o-ners residing within the bcundaries of incorporated cities and towns to 
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be held by the county treasurer, segregated from other county road funds 
to be divided equally one-half (4) to an ‘off street parking fund’ to be used 
for the creation of off street parking, lands, buildings, facilities and serv- 
ices to be used in incorporated cities and towns, one-half (%) to a ‘city 
road fund,’ to be used for repair and maintenance of streets in such cities 
and towns; providing the balance of such net fees to be transmitted to the 
county treasurer of the county from which the registration fee came, to be 
used by said county for construction, repair and maintenance of public high- 
ways except state and federal highways within the county; amending said 
section by including all cities and towns in the distribution of the net 
license fee returns in place of only cities of population of thirty-five thou- 
sand (35,000) or more or within a radius of one (1) mile thereof; providing 
for waiver by cities and towns.”

House Bill No. 302, introduced by Wetzsteon, by request: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act authorizing George A. Neal to file with the state 
board of examiners his claim against the State of Montana, for compensa- 
tion for injuries received by said George A. Neal while his automobile was 
chained to a snowplow of Montana state highway commission, in a collision 
on a public highway near Basin, Montana, resulting from the failure of the 
operators of said snowplow to signal or warn oncoming automobiles, ap- 
proaching in the night time, of the blocking of the highway by the snowplow 
and automobile while George A. Neal was in a helpless position in his 
automobile and when drivers of oncoming traffic were blinded by the negli- 
gent failure of the operators of the snowplow to dim bright lights thereof, 
and authorizing said state board of examiners to hear, audit and determine 
the said claim of George A. Neal, and making an appropriation to pay any 
such claim of said George A. Neal which the said state board of examiners 
may approve and allow, and directing said state board of examiners, upon 
payment of said claim, to demand reimbursement therefor from the lia- 
bility insurance company which insured said snowplow and if such reim- 
bursement is refused the attorney general is directed to bring suit there- 
fore on behalf of the State of Montana.”

House Bill No. 303, introduced by Bricker, Emmons: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to regulate the size of containers and packages in which 
beer, as ‘beer’ is defined in the Montana beer act by Section 4-302, Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended by Chapter 166, Laws of the Thirty- 
second Legislative Assembly, 1951, may be kept for sale, offered for sale 
or sold in the state of Montana, and to limit and restrict the numbers of 
sizes of such containers. including bottles, cans, kegs and barrels in which 
beer may be kept or offered for sale, or sold by licensed brewers, whole- 
salers, retailers, or by licensed distributors for off-premises consumption, 
in the State of Montana, except draught beer served and consumed on the 
premises of a licensed retailer, as permitted by the Montana beer act; and 
to repeal all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Liquor Control. 


House Bill No. 304, introduced by Goan, Anderson (Yellowstone), Felt: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 10-602 and 10-603 of 
the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, to impose criminal responsibility upon 
children over the age of fifteen years for acts in violation of the traffic 
ordinance of any city of this state and acts in violation of Section 31-108, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, designating crimes in using the highways 
of this state and establishing jurisdiction over such violations in the justice 
and police courts of this state; repealing all acts and parts of acts in con- 
flict herewith, and establishing an effective date hereof.” Referred <o 
Judiciary Committee. 


House Bill No. 305, introduced by Anderson (Cascade), McInnis, Cum-

Section 66-2207, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the issuance, 
registration and revocation of licenses, by changing the maximum regis- 
tration fee from two dollars ($2.00) to ten dollars ($10.00) and providing 
procedure to be followed when persons licensed under this act are members 
of the armed services or when persons licensed under this act fail to regis- 
ter as required hereunder; section 66-2208, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to the display of license and certificates and arrangements with 
other boards, by empowering the board to establish methods and procedure 
for investigation of applicants for license by reciprocity;. Section 66-2209, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the definition of veterinary 
medicine, by re-defining such term; Section 66-2210, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, relating to the revocation of certificates, by setting forth the 
grounds for refusal, suspension and revocation of licenses and certificates, 
and by providing for hearing after notice as a condition to refusal, sus-

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The committee appointed to study the Personnel Commission submitted 
the following report: 


“Your Committee appointed to study the Personnel Commission hereby 
submits its report. Members of the committee are: Charles Cerovski, John 
MacDonald, Tom Haines, and Fred Broeder. We interviewed all four mem- 
bers of the commission, the director and assistant director. We also studied 
the minutes of the commission, the applications of various individuals 
seeking the position of director, the report of the commission to the legisla- 
une and various other pamphlets and booklets in the personnel commission 
office. 


CONCLUSIONS AND FINDINGS OF FACT 


In accordance with chapter 251, laws of 1953, the governor appointed 
the following men to the Personnel Commission: Mr. C. M. Wall, Mr. Dale 
Woods, Mr. Jesse Fletcher and Mr. Harold G. Stearns. In the opinion of 
your committee all four men are substantial citizens and have the welfare 
of the state in mind. Your committee finds, however, that the members 
of the commission each had a different opinion as to how to fulfill the task 
for which they were appointed. The result was indecision and an incomplete 
program by the time the 1955 legislature met. The failure of the com- 
mission to accomplish its assignment as prescribed by law, and the lack of 
coordination within the commission itself, can be blamed in part on the 
lack of personnel experience of its members. 


After the commission was appointed, they advertised for a director. 
Some 40 individuals made application and these were screened down to 7 
who appeared personally for interviewing. Most of the latter group had 
excellent qualifications and personnel experience but the commission de- 
cided on Mr. A. E. Burgan primarily because he had never been in govern- 
ment employment and supposedly would not be biased in dealing with state 
employees. Mr. Burgan offered as his qualifications: service in the United 
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States navy, stockholder and secretary of the Blacktop Company of Billings, 
and shop supervisor of the Northern Pacific Transport, also of Billings. 


Your committee is of the opinion that Mr. Burgan does not have the 
_ qualifications required by the statutes, nor does he have the personality 
needed to create a good feeling between the personnel department and the 
employees of various departments and offices. The statute requires that 
_a director have three years of personnel experience. The commission met 
in private session six months ago and agreed that their choice in Mr. 
Burgan was not a good one, but they decided by that time, that it was too 
late to make a change and expect to have anything to submit to the 
legislature. 


- Although not provided for by the personnel act of 1953, one of the 
first activities of the director was a loyalty oath of all state employees 
which was later abandoned. 


Sometime in the fall of 1953, the director designed a form which was 
submitted to each employee of the state, to be filled out by him, stating 
the type of work he performed. This form was checked by the department 
head for accuracy and returned to the Personnel Commission. In many 
instances the department head, fearing that their employees’ classification 
might be lowered, “doctored up” this classification form before returning 
it to the Personne] Commission. Consequently, many of the job classifica- 
tions were inaccurate and served no beneficial purpose to the Commission. 


Mr. Bassford, the assistant to the director, prepared specifications for 
each state job, based upon the forms submitted by the various employees. 
This work was completed in August, 1954. Since the 1953 personnel act 
required that the commission set up classifications with equal-pay-for- 
_equal-work, the next task was to classify each of the job specifications in 
groups requiring equal ability, equal education, and equal experience. The 
commission then prepared a salary level plan with 49 various levels and 
attempted to place each job specification in the proper salary level. The 

minutes of the commission show that there was much disagreement and 
dissent and it seemed that they could not agree on the proper salary level 
for the various job classifications. The commission, finding itself with 
little time remaining before the legislature would meet, decided on December 
13, 1954, to abandon all of the data compiled during the previous year and 
a half and simply use the salaries being paid on July ist, 1954 as the 
basis for classifying the various employees. By doing this the commission 
was aware of their not fulfilling the requirements of the law, but it was a 
last minute attempt to at least offer something to the legislature. Using 
the July 1, 1954, salaries as a basis for job classifications, your committee 
believes that the inequities found in wages paid by the various departments 
in the past are certainly not corrected by this type of compensation plan. 
We feel that the purpose of the 1953 law, equal-pay-for-equal-work—can 
only be attained by using the type of work performed by each employee 
rather than the salaries being paid as of July 1, 1954. The commission wasted 
considerable time on insignificant matters until the latter part of 1954. 
Four or five monthly meetings were almost wholly spent on determining 
the size of budget to submit to the legislature. Rules and regulations as 
required by the statutes were discussed at various meetings but never 
adopted by the commission. 


Senate Bill 76—proposed by the commission—provides for a salary 
level which required not more than a few hours to prepare. This salary 
level is a table of figures with no meaning whatsoever inasmuch as the 
figures have no designated relationship to job classification. This leaves 
the commission free at the end of the session to arbitrarily place a job 
into any compensation level they desire. The intention of the law was to 
give the 1955 legislature an opportunity to see how the salary inequities of 
the past have been remedied and to adopt a plan which would eliminate 
those inequities. Senate Bill 76 is merely part of a plan and by ratifying 
this “so-called compensation plan” the legislature is actually approving 
nothing. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


Your committee feels that there is a need for uniformity in salaries 
among state employees for like work. This need existed in the past and 
was the motivating purpose for establishing the Personnel Commission two 
years ago. We, your committee, recommend that the present law be so 
amended as to provide that the board of examiners be granted the authority 
to appoint members of the commission and the commission in turn the 
authority to appoint the director. This would conform with the constitu- 
tional authority of the board of examiners. Article 7, section 20, of the 
constitution provides, “No claim against the state, except for salary and 
compensation of officers fixed by law shall be passed upon by the legisla- 
tive assembly without first having been considered and acted upon by the 
board of examiners.” 


The present Personnel Commission has no authority to make final 
salary changes without the approval of the board of examiners. For this 
reason, we feel that the Personnel Commission should be made a part of 
the board of examiners. 


Your committee further recommends that each commissioner appointed 
by the board of examiners have at least five years’ experience in personnel 
work. This provision would facilitate the work of the director in that the 
commissioners would be able to contribute experienced advice and recom- 
mendations. Personnel administrations in other states provides for ex- 
perienced commissioners. 


.. Your committee also recommends that adoption of any compensation 
plan be left to the board of examiners rather than the legislature, as is now 
provided by the 1953 act. This would provide greater flexibility to the 
personnel law and would permit the compensation plan to be put into 
effect before the 1957 legislature convenes.”

purchase for the evident purpose of operating same, and 


WHEREAS, according to the press reports that facilities proposed to 
be purchased would include the property of the Yellowstone Park Company’s. 
hotels, lodges, cabins, dormitories, cottages, bars, laundries, cafeterias, 
busses, motor vehicles and motor boats to the extent that the State of 
Wyoming through a commission would own, operate and control all the 
concessions and facilities now being operated for the pleasure, convenience, 
comfort and accommodation of the multitude of tourists and other visitors 
should, and of right must be, of first importance and be operated and con- 
ducted under rules and regulations promulgated by the Secretary of the 
Interior through its Park Service and not be owned or controlled by po- 
litical agencies or any particular state or subdivision thereof, and permit 
the State of Wyoming or any other state to purchase or otherwise acquire 
the facilities and concessions in the Yellowstone National Park or in any 
other national park and operating and controlling same through a state 
commission or other state agency would continually be controlled for po- 
litical purposes by political interests and for political gains of the state 
acquiring the same and not to the advantage, benefit or pleasure of people 
using the park, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana hereby protests and objects to the sale of the facilities and concessions 
in the Yellowstone National Park mentioned aforesaid to the State of 
Wyoming, or to any agency created by and controlled by said state or 
being, political in nature, detrimental in effect and contrary to the in- 
terests of the public in its use of our national parks, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that certified copies of this resolution 
be mailed to the president of the United States, the secretary of the in- 
terior, the United States senators and representatives in congress from the 
State of Montana, the superintendent of the national park service, to the 
governor and to the president of the senate and the speaker of the house of 
representatives of Wyoming. 


This resolution was adopted by unanimous vote by the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Montana as of February 16, 1955.

that drivers exercise due care; prohibiting pedestrians from soliciting rides 
or business; providing for turning and starting vehicles and signals to be 
given on stopping and turning; requiring special stops and obedience to 
signals on approach of train; and providing that vehicles stop at railroad 
grade crossings and providing for moving heavy equipment at railroad 
grade crossings and providing that a driver of a vehicle emerging from an 
alley, driveway, or building must stop; defining the duties of a driver of a 
vehicle on overtaking and passing school bus; establishing speed restric- 
tions, limitations of speed, and speed zones; defining certain crimes in the 
use and operation of vehicles and fixing penalties; regulations on stopping, 
standing and parking of vehicles and providing for additional parking 
regulations; provide for miscellaneous rules on unattended motor vehicles;

Sirs: 
I am returning H. B. 277 without my approval for the following reason: 


H. B. 277 would require stamping or tagging of all meat handled by 
locker plant processors down to quarters, and would eliminate the use of 
“declarations of ownership.” This provision so far as stamping of domestic 
meat is concerned seems workable. I can understand the law enforcement 
benefits of such a provision. However, as to wild meat, it is not possible 
under our present laws for duplicate game tags to be issued for each quarter 
of meat. Therefore, it would become impossible for locker processors to 
handle divided game animals. This would be unduly restrictive on distribu- 
tion of wild meat resulting from the traditional sharing by members of 
families or of hunting parties. I do not feel the law enforcement benefits 
to be gained are sufficient to place such a restriction on the handling of 
meat.

Sirs: 


I am returning House Bill No. 175 without my approval for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


This bill proposes to place the burden of medical care of city jail in- 
mates on the taxpayers of the county and the duty of their medical care on 
the boards of county commissioners and the county physician without any 
corresponding control or supervision. If this would become law, every drunk, 
injured in a fight who lands in a city jail, would get medical care from the 
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county poor funds. These funds are not adequate to handle such a situation. 
All fines in city courts go to the city treasury. City prisoners should be the 
responsibility of the city, including medical care. 


This seems to me to be a contradiction of our established ideas of city 
jurisdiction and duties under city ordinances and governmental bodies as 
against county jurisdiction and duties under state laws. It is conceivable 
that in counties with more than one incorporated city or town that a county 
physician would be required in each town or to maintain a circuit of town 
jails. Presently, some cities and counties have worked out agreements to 
adequately handle the situation; and I do not feel that H. B. 175 would ac- 
complish anything but a shifting of a city problem to the county poor fund.

THEODORE R. BERGSTROM 


Theodore Bergstrom was born January 18, 1881 in Murdock, Minnesota, 
and came to live in Baker, Montana, in 1909. He represented Fallon county 
in the 18th and 19th sessions in 1928 and 1925 and served in the Senate 
during the 21st and 22nd sessions in 1927 and 1929 as well as serving as 
warden of the state penitentiary from 1937-1940. Mr. Bergstrom passed 
away August 27, 1953 at the age of 65 and is survived by his widow, Estelle, 
and son, Leonard, of Missoula, and Ralph, of Kalispell, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Lacasse, of Portland, as well as a brother and two sisters. 


LEWIS DOW GLENN 


A pioneer attorney, Lewis Dow Glenn, passed away December 22, 1954, 
at Harlowton. He was born in Ohio, September 26, 1875 and attended 
grade and high school in Wisconsin, Dillon Normal and the law school of 
the University of Michigan, graduating in 1907. Mr. Glenn taught school 
in Wisconsin before 1898, when he was engaged as an instructor by the 
first high school in Rosedale, Park county, Montana. In 1907 he located 
permanently as a lawyer in Harlowton as a local attorney for the Milwau- 
kee railroad, in which capacity he served for 40 years. He represented 
Meagher county in the 138th or 1913 Legislative Assembly as well as being 
county attorney in both Meagher and Wheatland counties. He married 
Edna Regina Caine who, with three sons and a sister, survive him. 


HARL HALL 


Born July 7, 1889, at Emigrant, Montana, Earl Hall served Park county 
in the state legislature as Democratic representative from Park county 
during the 28th, 29th, 30th and 31st sessions in 1948, 1945, 1947 and 1949. 
He died April 18, 1950, at Billings, Montana, and is survived by his wife, 
Bertha E. Hall, and two sons, Harold E. and John W., and his brother, 
Warren E. Hall of Gardiner, Montana.

DUDLEY JONES 


Dudley Jones was born in Winterset, Iowa, October 6, 1871. A rancher 
and a staunch Republican, he represented Phillips county in the House of 
Representatives for five sessions. He passed away August 6, 1949 at San 
Jose, California, and is survived by his widow, now living at Campbell, 
Califernia, and a daughter, Nadeau. He served in 1917, 1921, 1927, 1929 
and 1947 sessions. 


WILLIAM P. LAKIN 


At the age of 77, William P. Lakin passed away in Chicago, Illinois, 
very suddenly January 29, 1953. Mr. Lakin participated actively in many 
civic and fraternal organizations in Miles City during his residence there. 
He was past president of the Miles City Club as well as past exalted ruler of 
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the Elks and for many years supervised the Elks minstrel show. He also 
served as president of the Chamber of Commerce and in the 17th session in 
1921 he represented Custer county in the legislature. He is survived by his 
widow residing in Miles City and two sisters and several nieces and nephews.

RAY GARFIELD LOWE 


Ray Lowe was born in Canton, Ohio, June 28, 1871, and arrived in 
Montana in 1883 to make his home. He married Frances Slocombe, April 
20, 1909. He was engaged as a hardware merchant and later a stockman. 
His fraternal affiliations included the Elks, Masons and Shriners. He rep- 
resented Dawson county in the 1939, 1941, 1943, 1945 and 1947 sessions. He 
passed away in Glendive, Montana, November 30, 1954, leaving his widow, 
Frances, and a son and daughter. 


JOHN HARRISON McAFEE 


A resident of Fort Benton for ten years, John McAfee passed away 
New Year’s Day, 1955. Affectionately called “Gramps,” John McAfee en- 
deared himself to everyone with his words of wisdom and cheerfulness. 
Wishing to be of service in World War II, this grand “young” man then 
more than eighty years of age, went to Spokane where he spent three years 
in defense work. John McAfee, who at the age of five was privileged to 
shake the hand of the then campaigning President Abraham Lincoln, was 
born in Pana, Illinois, January 18, 1859. He married Margaret Hopkins in 
Marshalltown, Ohio, in 1891 and in 1897 they came to Bigfork, Montana, 
later moving to Kalispell where they lived for more than twenty years. He 
served as Flathead county representatives in the 16th, 18th and 19th sessions 
in 1919, 1923 and 1925 and later as proofreader. He was honored in the 
1951 session on his 92nd birthday when serving as doorkeeper. He leaves a 
daughter, Mrs. W. R. Hagie, at Fort Benton with whom he made his home 
for several years, and his grandson, as well as a brother in Illinois. He 
was preceded in death by his wife.

NICHOLAS ALEXANDER PETERSON

He served in the House of Representatives from 
Pondera county in the 25th, 1937 session and in the Senate during the 
1941 and 1943 sessions and returned to the House in 1949 for the 31st ses- 
sion. He served as Red Cross chairman as well as on the board of the 
Conrad Production Credit Association for many years. He is survived by 
his widow in Conrad and three sons. 


JOHN E. RICE 


Born in Thornton, Indiana, January 15, 1897, he came to Montana April 
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4, 1915, and engaged in farming at Lodge Grass. He served with the Second 
Montana Regiment on the border in 1916 and with the air service during 
World War I. He was a Mason and a member of the Christian church. In 
April of 1954 at the request of the Australian government, he made a trip 
to Australia to participate in judging in a livestock show. While en route 
home, his plane disappeared on April 19, 1954. He is survived by his widow, 
now residing in Sheridan, Wyoming. John Rice served in the House of 
Representatives during the 26th, 27th and 28th sessions in 1939, 1941 and 
1943 from Big Horn county. 


M. C. WICKWARE 


M. C. Wickware was born in Michigan and moved to Montana in 1910 
and engaged in banking in Valier for many years. He started farming in 
1930 and continued in this work until 1989 when he was elected county 
clerk and recorder of Pondera county where he served until his death De- 
cember 24, 1952, at Great Falls, Montana. He was active in Masonic and 
I.0. 0. F. fraternal work and was a member of the Methodist church. He 
served in the 21st, 1929 legislative session. He is survived by two daughters 
and a son. His wife, Margaret, preceded him in death, but he is survived 
by a brother, Ray, in Huron, S. D., and a brother, Stanley, in Spokane. 


STUART P. WILSON 


Stuart Wilson was born December 24, 1889 at Helena, Montana, but 
moved to Carbon county in 1897. He homesteaded near Boyd on Red Lodge 
creek in 1910. Mr. Wilson was representative from Carbon county during 
the 26th, 27th, 28th and 29th sessions in 1939, 1941, 1943 and 1945. He died 
October 16, 1951 at Red Lodge and is survived by his widow, Jessie, two 
daughters, one son, and a brother.

We, your Joint Conference Committee, having had under consideration 
Senate Amendments to House Bill No. 44, respectfully report that the same 
be amended as follows: 


That the House and Senate recede from their amendments to said

1. By striking the entire title of said bill, including all House and 
Senate amendments made thereto, and inserting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 

A bill for an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified electors of 
the State of Montana an amendment to Article XII of the Constitution of 
the State of Montana, relating to revenue and taxation, by adding thereto 
a new section to be known and designated as Section 1 (b) of Article XII, 
providing that no monies paid into the state treasury which are derived from 
fees, excises or license taxes relating to registration, operation or use of 
vehicles on the public highways or to fuels used for the propulsion of such 
vehicles, except fees and charges paid to the board of railroad commission- 
ers of the State of Montana and the public service commission of Montana 
or its successor or successors by motor carriers pursuant to law, shall be 
expended for any purpose other than that provided for herein.” 


2. By striking out in its entirety, Section 2 of said bill, including all 
House and Senate amendments thereto, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: 


“Section 2. That the Constitution of the State of Montana, be, and the 
same is, hereby amended by adding thereto a new section to be known and 
designated as Section 1 (b) of Article XII reading as follows:

HOUSE BILL NO. 44 
Introduced by Nixon, Nybo 


“An act to submit to the qualified electors of the State of Montana an 
amendment to Article XII of the Constitution of the State of Montana, 
relating to revenue and taxation, by adding thereto a new section to be 
known and designated as Section 1 (b) of Article XII, providing that no 
monies paid into the state treasury which are derived from fees, excises or 
license taxes relating to registration, operation or use of vehicles on the 
public highways or to fuels used for the propulsion of such vehicles, except 
fees and charges paid to the board of railroad commissioners of the State of 
Montana and the public service commission of Montana or its successor or 
successors by motor carriers pursuant to law, shall be expended for any 
purpose other than that provided for herein.” 

Be it enacted by the legislative assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended 
as hereinafter provided and that the question of such amendment be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State of Montana for their approval 
or rejection, at the general election to be held in November, 1956. 


Section 2. That the Constitution of the State of Montana, be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding thereto a new section to be known and 
designated as Section 1 (b) of Article XII reading as follows: 


Section 1 (b). No monies paid into the state treasury which are de- 
rived from fees, excises or license taxes relating to registration, operation or 
use of vehicles on the public highways or to fuels used for the propulsion of: 
such vehicles, except fees and charges paid to the board of railroad com- 
missioners of the State of Montana and the public service commission of 
Montana or its successor or successors by motor carriers pursuant to law, 
shall be expended for other than cost of administering laws under which 
such monies are derived, statutory refunds and adjustments provided there- 
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in, payment of highway obligations, cost of construction, reconstruction, 
maintenance and repair of public highways, roads, streets, and bridges, and 
expenses authorized by the state legislature for the dissemination of public 
information relating to the public highways, roads, streets and bridges of 
the State of Montana and the use thereof. 


Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general 
election to be held in November, 1956, which shall have printed thereon 
“Anti-Diversion Amendment of Highway Fuel and User Taxes,” followed by 
all of Sec. 1 (b) of Article XII of the Constitution of the State of Montana 
as proposed by this act. There shall also be printed on said official ballots, 
below the said section, squares and the words as follows: 


C1] For the foregoing amendment to 
the Constitution. 


C1] Against the foregoing amendment 
to the Constitution. 


Each elector who approves this amendment shall mark an “X” in the 
first square above printed and each elector who rejects it shall mark an 
“X” in the second square. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against this amendment above pro- 
posed, shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials, and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation and 
the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Constitution 
from and after the date of such proclamation.

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE 
TO THE MEMBERS 
OF THE THIRTY-FOURTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 


Mr. President: 
Mr. Speaker: 
Pursuant to a motion adopted by the House of Representatives on 


STATE OF MONTANA 581 


January 7, 1955, authorizing five men of the House to study property 
evaluations for tax purposes in the State of Montana and for the purpose 
of studying the methods and procedures of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion of equalizing and collecting taxes, a committee was appointed con- 
sisting of Representative Gunderson (Cascade) Chairman, Representative 
Haines (Prairie), Representative Cunningham (Silver Bow), Representative 
Bentz (Carter), Representative Hooks (Broadwater). 


On adoption of a similar motion in the Senate on the same date a 
committee was appointed. Members were Senator Brenner (Beaverhead), 
Chairman, Senator Worden (Missoula), Senator Mahoney (Garfield) Sena- 
tor James (Liberty), and Senator Keller (Stillwater). 


It was understood that the two committees would work jointly and con- 
currently and make a joint report. 


In all a total of twenty-three (23) meetings have been held since the 
organizational meeting of January 9, 1955. 


Pursuant to the authority granted by the motion, the Joint Tax Com- 
mittee subpoenaed witnesses including members of the Board of Equal- 
ization and various other individuals. Approximately fifty (50) people 
have been called before the Committee to give testimony, both under oath 
and informally. These witnesses include officials of the County Assessor’s 
Association, County Commissioner’s Association, members and employees 
of the State Board of Equalization, various elective county officials and 
other individuals possessing special knowledge and information concerning 
the study within the scope of the Committee’s authority. 


All testimony was taken by means of wire and tape recorders and 
will be reduced to an official record as soon as it can be transcribed. In 
addition, all exhibits introduced by witnesses will be annexed and will 
be part of the official record. In this connection the Committee would like 
to acknowledge the loyal and untiring work of their two employees, Mrs. 
Dorris Dietzen and Mrs. Rosanne McCullough. They have worked far in 
excess of the regular hours and without their help our official record 
could not be completed. 


The Committee has been somewhat handicapped both in conducting the 
hearings and in the preparation of this report because of the press of the 
Members regular duties and the fact that the major share of this commit- 
tee’s work was done at times which did not conflict with the meetings of 
the respective Houses or their standing committees. Because of this it has 
been impossible for all of the men of both Houses to be present at each 
meeting. This factor has made difficult the preparation of a comprehensive 
and complete report. However, all of the information, data and exhibits are 
now a matter of record and we anticipate and believe that it will be of 
great benefit to any subsequent Committee, be it an Interim Committee of 
any kind or a similar Committee of the next Legislature. 


FINDINGS 


It is our finding that the problem of equalization of property values, 
both within the individual counties and between the counties, is a grave 
and serious threat to the entire tax structure of our State and a problem 
that should be continually studied and remedial measures taken. We are not 
yet able to state the cure, but only to point out that this problem is one 
that is not capable of a complete or expedient solution either by this 
Committee or by this Assembly. 


There is no single answer to the whole problem but it is our finding 
that the biggest source of tax inequality has been a lack of a state-wide 
uniform classification system. The County Assessor’s Association, the 
County Commissioner’s Association, and the State Board of Equalization 
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were unanimous in their testimony and support of such a bill. It was found 
that in many of the counties the officials responsible stated they would 
get their house in order promptly if other counties would do likewise. In 
some cases we believe that this is used as an excuse —in others it is 
probably a fact. To correct this situation the several individual members 
of the Committee recommended the passage of Senate Bill 128, which is 
the uniform classification law. It is our belief that this bill is the only feas- 
ible approach to the classification problem and that it eliminates the bad 
features of the 1921 Classification Law. 


We found that there are some twenty-six (26) counties which have 
undertaken a reclassification of either their real property or improvements 
or in two (2) cases all property subject to taxation. We have discussed at 
great length the various methods and procedures used in this work by the 
county officials. It is our belief this material gathered from the counties 
which have conducted such reclassifications or reappraisals should be used 
extensively in the administration of House Bill 128. While we have not 
examined all of the counties so concerned, we feel that the job done in 
Fergus County deserves particular commendation and we would urge that the 
knowledge gained in that county be used by the other counties. 


The second contributing cause of the tax equalization problem has 
been and is the disparity between counties and the valuation or assess- 
ment of both real and personal property. Facts and figures on this situ- 
ation were presented to this Assembly by the Governor in his message and 
by the State Board of Equalization. It is our opinion that in some in- 
stances relatively low assessments are tied in with the lack of a proper 
classification. In other cases, special problems exist within the counties that 
justify the apparent inequality. 


However, in the majority of such cases the fault lies with the county 
officials responsible under law. One of the contributing factors apparently 
is the lack of sufficient deputies and the low compensation paid the present 
assessing authorities. In many cases, the County Assessor is just not doing 
the job. There are examples of low assessments on one or more classes 
of property and large amounts of “escape” property. 


Further it is our finding that in many such cases the County Com- 
missioners are admittedly derelict in the performance of their legal duties 
in the assessment field. It is our opinion that pursuant to the Consti- 
tution and the Statutes applicable, that the Commissioners should and 
must be more active in the performance of these duties. 


The problem of low assessment and the valuation is of great import- 
ance to the over-all tax structure because of the operation of the School 
and Public Welfare Equalization Laws. The counties which are not doing 
the job receive a disproportionate share of these funds which results in 
a penalty to the counties which are correctly and legally assessed. It was 
our feeling that some method was needed to gauge the taxing perform- 
ance of the various counties. To that end some members of this Commit- 
tee supported the so-called Variable Ratio Bills. It is further our considered 
opinion that a continuation of this situation can only lead to a breakdown 
of these equalization programs. In this connection we feel that there 
should be close study of the proposal that the State ultimately remove itself 
from the property tax field. 


Our Committee heard a great deal of testimony from members and 
employees of the State Board of Equalization. We have attempted to review 
with them their procedures both in the performance of their assessing 
duties and in the performance of their supervisory duties. However, there 
has been much discussion of the power of the Board granted to it by the 
Constitution and Statutes. We feel that this subject is a distinctly legal 
question and not a matter for our Committee. 
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It is our finding that there has been for many years past an apparent 
lack of diligence on the part of the State Board in.the performance of 
some of their assessing duties. There appears that there has been favor- 
itism and under-assessment in many cases. Because this is a very complex 
technical field your Committee could not fully investigate this problem in 
the time allotted. We find that at the present time a real attempt is being 
made to correct these inequalities, but we feel that this situation requires 
the closest attention. 


It is our belief that assessment and valuation should remain at the 
local level where conditions and values are well known, and where the 
obligation to secure a just and adequate assessment valuation is properly 
located. We do believe that the State Board in the exercise of its super- 
visory powers should work, whenever possible, in cooperation with the 
individual county officers particularly with the County Assessor’s and 
County Commissioner’s Associations. This will have to be done in the 
administration of Senate Bill 128 and we recommend it in other cases 
where applicable. 


Under the motions of both the House and Senate, your Committee felt 
that they should briefly consider the bills prepared by the State Board. 
Accordingly, the first four meetings were conducted with members and 
employees of the Board considering the measures to be introduced. The 
knowledge gained from these meetings aided in providing for an intelligent 
consideration of the measures when they reached the Assembly. We feel 
that some of the measures such as the Corporation License Tax Revision 
which failed to pass should have continued study and serious consider- 
ation at the next meeting of the Assembly. The present Corporation License 
Tax Law has had nothing but minor revision since 1917. It is our opinion 
that the passage of the Withholding Tax Bill, the revision of the per- 
sonal income tax law, the bills imposing an ad valorem tax on Scheduled 
Airlines and Scheduled Bus and Truck Lines, in addition to the Classific- 
ation Bill, before mentioned, is a step in the direction of a sounder tax 
structure. 


We are in agreement also with the plans of the State Board to modern- 
ize the Income Tax Department and feel that it is a thing long overdue. 


Finally it is our finding that your Committee has not been able in the 
short time allotted to do the type of job that all of us would desire. The 
field is immense, it requires special knowledge and it is an unfortunate 
fact that we are just now at the point where we feel that our activities 
might result in constructive benefit to the State. We feel that the entire 
problem is one of the greatest seriousness because the tax structure is 
the basis of all governmental activity. Because of the gravity of the 
problem, we find and recommend strongly an Interim Committee limited 
to the tax field. It was the Committee’s belief that such a plan could be 
set up by this Assembly. If not, we urge that it be two years from now. 
There are many fields which we did not and could not review thoroughly 
and which need consideration. Without such a study there can only be a 
continuation of patch work additions and subtractions to the tax laws with 
no overall correction. The problem has been too long neglected and it should 
not be postponed any longer. 


We feel that the official record as compiled by your Committee be made 
available to the Governor and to any Interim Committee which might be 
created to deal with this problem.
